P. Council Reports 
 

Vice Mayor Hale reported that the well testing will be done on Tuesday, March 23.  The 

street department will continue to pick up leaves that are not bagged through April 1.  

He also said the brush truck is still waiting for repairs and that the employees have been 

doing routine maintenance work on the mowing equipment.  Mr. Hale also said the 

traffic lights at the intersection of Hwy. 79 and Cedar Street need replacing but he is 

hoping to wait until after July 1 (new fiscal year). 

 

Councilperson Townes reported that the opening of the Park Theater was a success.  He 

and Jennifer Waldrup updated us on the upcoming “Nights on Broadway” program and 

the Southern Fried Foods Festival.  Mayor Holland and City Attorney Keeton reported 

that TWRA had performed their environmental studies on Carroll Lake. 

 

In the absence of Councilperson Hochreiter, Mayor Holland stated the fire department 

had 62 calls. 

 

Councilperson Gallimore stated that bid opening on the water improvement project was 

complete (March 16) and that the award to Moore Construction had been approved a 

few minutes earlier. 

 

Councilperson Pruneau reported the police department had done 709 security checks in 

February and that the number of auto accidents had increased during February.
